Copies of the 
listed documents are also enclosed. 

Japanese Patent Application No. 05-082819 (Masuri) 
teaches a solar cell module having output 1 ead wires 7 surrounded 
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with polyethylene resin (page 2, left column, lines 38-39, page 3, 
left column, lines 3-5). Said module further has a substrate 1 with 
light-transmittance, such as a glass substrate. 

Japanese Patent Application No. 06-085304 (Mori) 
teaches a solar cell module (1, 11, 17, 28) integrated with roof 
material (2, 8, 15, 18, 27) having lead wires 7 and connectors 6, 
and Mori teaches to seal whole of the lead wires 7 and the 
connectors 6 with silicon resin (page 5, left column, lines 35-36). 
The roof material may be steel sheet such as Galvalume steel sheet 
or Galvalume steel sheet with vinyl chloride on the surface (page 4, 
left column, lines 39-44). 

Japanese Patent Application No. 09-092865 (Toyomura) 
teaches a solar cell module having output wires (103, 1703, 1803). 
'The wires may have jacket material such as polyethylene, silicone 
rubber (page 2, right column, line 47 to page 3, left column, line 
4).
